Swine specialists at the college ot 
ngrlculture, 
University 
of 
Illinois, 
have tried out a simple sy stem 
f 
feeding suckling pigs which consistent­ 
ly makes 2tM> pound porkers out of 
them by the time they are six months 
old and at the same time keeps the 
fulns cheap and reduces labor to a 
minimum. 
W. K. Carroll, chief of swine bus 
ban dry ut the college, outlines the 
sy stem as follows: 
“ A 
the pig" come to be three or 
four weeks old. gradually change the 
sows 
to 
the self-feeder. 
This 
has 
been done on the college farm with 
out dangep to either sow or litter. 
By the time the pigs are four weeks 
old. the 
sow s may | e eelf fed. free- 
choice, shelled corn and a mix ture of 


fWo parTS fault age. one purl TTrTseetl 
oil meal and one part alfalfa meal or 
chopped alfalfa hay . 
As soon as pas­ 
ture Is available, alfalfa Is omitted 
from the mix ture. 
“This method Is especially good If 
the sows are to be fattened out after 
the litters are weaned, for they will 
begin to flesh up as their milk flow 
decreases 
In cases where the sow Is 
to he rebred Immediately for a second 
Utter, this treatment puts hpr In a 
thrifty condition for breeding as s« n>n 
a? the pigs are weaned. 
This Is ad- 
vantrtgeous to both the sow and the 
second litter. 
“With 
heavy 
milking 
h o w s, some 
pieiautlons may be necessary at the 
time the pigs are weaned tc prevent 
udder trouble. 
Such sows and litters 
may be taken out of the herd and fed 
a restricted ration the last few day s 
before weaning time and for a short 
period thereafter. 
“ As far as the pigs are com-erned 
they will have taken to the self feed 
er so thoroughly that they will not 
miss their mothers when they are tak 
to away . 
The pigs can be continued 
<>u this same ration until they are 
marketed. 
Ex periments have shown 
that It Is about the most effective ra 
tlou available for growing the fat 
tenlng pi^s. 
In several tests It bn* 
proved even more effective than corn 
and skim milk for dry -lot feeding.’’

man life, he said, can partly be trac 
ed to the insurance companies’ statis 
ties on drinkers and abstainers,

DECLARED HEALTHFUL 


New York, December 
20.— Drink­ 
ing in moderation is not only unharm 
ful to health and longevity but a pos­ 
itive benefit. Dr. Charles R. Stockard, 
professor of anatomy at Cornell U ni­ 
versity. 
declared 
last 
night 
while 
reading a paper uj>on the effects 
of 
alcohol before 200 physicians of the 
Medical A ssociation of N ew York. 
The alcohol consumed by a moder­ 
ate drinker, he explained, increases 
the general impression to the 
con­ 
trary, ami drunk after the age of 30, 
experim ents have shown it has 
no 
effect w hatevei upon length 
of life. 
E xcessive consumption of alcohol. Dr. 
Stockard said. wa< admittedly injur­ 
ious. 
The im pression that the consump­ 
tion of alcohol in any quantity 
was 
injurious to health and shortened hu­ 
man life, he said, can partly he trac 
«1 to the insurance com panies’ statis 
tics on drinkers and abstainers, 
in 
which heavy, moderate and occasion 
al drinkers are lumped together. The 
heavy drinkers, he said, 
drag 
down 
the average of the others so that the 
total effect seems to 
indicate 
that 
«bstainers have a better chance 
of 
life and health than drinkers. 
Dr. Stockard in the last 17 years 
nas conduct«! experim ent* with alco­ 
hol 
upon 
more 
than 5000 
guinea 
pigs 
He concluded, he said, that a l­ 
cohol not only did not harm the pigs 
when fed regularly hut that it actu­ 
ally benefited 
them 
ami 
increased 
their life span. 
The experim ents 
of 
other scientists bear him out, he add­ 
ed. 
lAcohol also has positive benefits 
as a food and as a drug, he said, cit­ 
ing technical uses 
of alcohol 
as 
a 
drug, und declaring that as a food al­ 
cohol may help and stim ulate growth 
and bodily developm ent. 
Dr. Stockard closed his paper with 
a plea for regulation of alcohol, 
so 
that the excesses of 
heav 
vdrinkers
